This has resulted in a decline 
in enrolment at most universities 
in Ontario, and also at Redeemer 
College, where we have just 
welcomed 442 studentscompared § 
to 472 last year. Since this 
reduction would mean a budget 
shortfall of over half a million 
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dollars, the College is responding 
with a variety of stringent 
measures to achieve a balanced 
budget, while maintaining our 
excellent academic programs. 

Weare also preparing a variety 
of new initiatives to help position 
Redeemer for the future. The road 
ahead may be difficult, but we 
have an unshakeable faith in the 
blessing of the Lord. 


Change 


Jedeemer College has certainly been blessed in 
he 14 years of its existence and the 10 years at 
the Ancaster campus. As we enter a new decade on 
this campus, it is interesting to see just how much 
has changed. Twenty-two departments now offer 
courses from 25 disciplines which are taught by 32 
full-time faculty (of whom 27 have doctorates, three 
are doctoral candidates, and three have equivalent 
degrees) and 12 part-time faculty.

COMPUTER SERVICES |

Over the past several years, 
Computer Services has been working 
| hard to upgrade all of the computer 
| systems at Redeemer College. 

In 1993 we provided our faculty 
and staff with IBM compatible 
computers which were not capable of 
running Microsoft Windows. These 

computers are currently being replaced 
| ata rate of approximately 20 PC's per 
year with IBM compatible ‘486 or 
Pentium based systems. 

Next summer will see the last of the 
old XT’ style computers for faculty. At 
the same time as this upgrade has taken 
place we have also been phasing in an 
Ethernet network to allow all of the 
new PC's to communicate with each

other in order to share documents, 
printing services, and to provide access 
to the Internet. . 

Initially this Internet access was 
throughan e-mail only connection, which 
collected incoming mail, and sent 
outgoing mail every 30 minutes. Last 
year we upgraded our e-mail server, and 
its Internet connection to provide full 
time e-mail access, and full access to the 
Internet using acharacter based program 
called ‘LYNX’. 

This summer our Internet data access 
has been significantly upgraded again to 
allow a full graphical interface to the 
World Wide Web. This service is 
provided to the students on four 
workstations in the computer center, and 
two stations in the library. Faculty with 
Windows capable PC's have this access 


as well. 

Over the last three years the library, 
business office, admissions and 
Registrar's offices,and computing centre 
have had their main systems upgraded 
or replaced with new systems running 
the UNIX operating system. 

Since the fall of 1993 we have 
witnessed substantial growth in interest 
inthe Internet from our students, faculty, 
and staff. Now everyone at the College 
is assigned an e-mail account when they 
begin their studies here, in the hopes 
that they will be able to take advan Vor |
